HE cradle, which is carved in Turkey boxwood of the finest 
lity, represents the union of the Royal Families of Great 
tain and Saxe Coburg, having at one end the armorial bear-

Mr. Rogers, on delivering it at Osborne- house, had the 
honour of an interview with her Majesty and the Prince. The 
illustrious personages carefully examined it, and expressed un- 
qualified approbation of the design and execution. —_, ‘11 
The above description, together with our engraving, wil 
convey a good notion of this beautiful work of art; but, an 
examination of the original would be needed to form a just 
appreciation of the refinement and delicacy of the Mechidees 
parts. ‘The expression given to the groups of flowers, tk 
surprising. This will always bé the result when artists wit! 
the ability of Mr. Rogers take the forms of nature for their 
models. ‘The revival of'the ancient art of carving in wood 
may be said to be a feature in the reign of our resent Queen. 
The practice of carving in wood and ivory has been used iby 
nations of the most remote antiquity. Carved ivory In union 
with gold has been adopted by the greatest of the old artists. 
In Egypt many figures in wood are found in the tombs. In 
Greece several of the statués of the zods were of wood. 
Carving on wood was practised by the Scandinavian and other 
northern people, and by them: introduced!to churches and 
ornamented objects used by our Saxon ancestors. The inven- 
tion of Gothic architecture forms an important era In the his-

tory of this art: carved wood then became a great means of 
ornament in both the religious and domestic buildings of the 
period. ‘The carvings in many of the early English churches, 
particularly some of those in Somersetshire, are of beautiful 
design and execution. With the decline of Gothic architecture 
the art of carving may be said, in a certain degree, to have also 
retrograded, although various illustrious exceptions may be 
made. Among them we may mention the productions of 
countryman Grinling Gibbons, 
who, though of Dutch origin, was born in Spur-alley, 
in the Strand. __ This distinguished carver having been 
recommended by Evelyn to Charles IT., the King bestowed 
on him a'place in the Board of Works, and employed him 
in the chapel at Windsor, where he executed much of the 
ornamental carving, consisting of such emblematical objects as 
doves, pelicans, palm branches, &c. For the choir of St. Paul’s 
he likewise did much of the foliage and festoons belonging to the 
stallwork and those in lime tree which decorate the side aisles 
of the choir. Many of Wren’s London churches contain fine 
specimens of his skill. There are, also, various examples at 
Chatsworsh, consisting of flowers, feathers, &c., finished with 
exceeding delicacy and truth. Occasionally he has exerted 
his skill on subjects altogether trivial in themselves, and merely 
curiosities in art ; for instance, feathers and pens that might be 
mistaken for real ones, and such productions as the carved

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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 

It is now generally believed that the differences between England 
and France are completely adjusted, ; 

At the late races on the Plain of Sartory, near Versailles, when 
Lord and Lady Normanby drove on to the course, it was remarked 
by everybody that they met with the most cardial greeting from all 
the officials and other French persons of digtinetion wha were pre- 
sent. Lord Normanby went into the stand which had been ereeted 
for the President, who shook him cardially by the hand, and re- 
mained for some time in conversation, 

The Prince has had a Feconejliation dinner at the Klysée, when 
General Changarnier and General de Hautpoul sat at the same 
board, and all the Cabinet Ministers were present. Very properly, 

The President is aheut to apply to the Chamber to increase his 
present meagre allowance ta 3,000,000f. That this measure will 
meet with the euprart of the Gonservative party cannot be ques- 
tioned; but it wil] berepelled with fierce insult by the Montagnards, 
who will avail themselves af this demand to heap outrages on the 
President. The sumptuous hospitalities of the Prince have been 
the theme of common laudation; and they have been dispensed to 
Frenchmen and foreigners indiscriminately. Moreover, his hand 
has been ever open as day to charity. Whilst nature has bestowed 
upon him the heart of a prince, his niggardly country has granted 
him only the most miserable resources. But assuredly it is only 
just that the chief magistrate of a great country should be endowed 
with the means of representing it with dignity. The presidential 
stipend was fixed at first by the economical Provisional Government 
at £24,000 per annum. ‘This was eventually raised to £48,000, 
and it will now be proposed to raise it to £120,000. 

A most atrocious scene occurred four days ago on one of the prin- 
cipal quays of Naples. The crew of the Tunisian steamer Minos 
were attacked by the lazzaroni the moment they set foot on land. 
The Minos got wind of what had befallen her men, and all her 
officers, with the remainder of her crew, flew to the rescue of their 
shipmates. It was too late; for when they arrived they found twenty- 
three cut down, whom they were forced to put on litters and remove 
onboard. The surgeon of the French steam-frigate Descartes, having 
been called to attend the wounded, announced that eight were in 
danger of their lives, and that three or four amputations would be 
necessary to save some of them. This horrid slaughter occurred in 
sight of the French squadron, and the commander-in-chief has 
done nothing to enforce justice to the subjects of a friendly Govern- 
ment under the protection of France ! 

The Montagna'ds are quiet, Shouts and menaces were uttered, 
but when it came to fighting in the streets they quailed; they felt 
that they should be crushed, and crushed irreparably; and at 
length made up their minds to risk the loss of the struggle in the 
Assembly rather than meet Changarnier, :

A Vienna letter of the 30th ult. says that it was rumoured that 
the Emperor of Russia would shortly visit that city. 

The Emperor and Hereditary Grend Duke of Russia, the Prince 
of Prussia, and the Prince Charles Frederick of Prussia, attended 
a review at Warsaw on the 28th ult,, and in the evening were 
present at a theatrical performance in the gardens of Lazienki, 
which were magnificently illuminated. 

A letter from Vienna says:—‘* We learn that the Emperor of 
Austria had a narrow escape from death during his stay at Trieste. 
In the evolutions of the fleet a shotted gun went off by accident. 
The ball passed close to the Emperor, who observed, ‘ It whistles 
merrily.’ ’’ : 

The funeral monument of Ferdinand King of Aragon, and of 
his wife, Isabella the Catholic, Queen of Castile, has just been 
taken to the Museum of Versailles. This is the finest specimen of 
the art of sculpture in Spain. Several other works of art have also 
been taken from the museum of the Louvre and placed in the val- 
leries at Versailles. ; 

M. de Lamartine leaves for Smyrna in a day or two to take 
possession of his Eustern home, He has only asked for a congé 
of two months, at the expiration of which period he says that he 
shall return. Many of his friends here think that he will not; for, 
on leaving his native land, M. de Lamartine may well shake the 
dust from off his feet against a country whieh has behaved so shame- 
fully to him. Great as have been his mistakes, inordinate his 
vanity, yet he deserved well of his country, and France repaid the 
great services which he rendered ta her by the foulest in- 
gratitude, 

The Duke and Duchess of Montpensier were, I learn, to leave 
Seville on the 8th inst., sleep at Aranjuez on the 10th, and arrive 
at Madrid on the 11th.

Make the Board of Health answerable, and the duty 
imposed will be performed. 


At Liverpool, on Saturday last, a meeting of the executive 
committee was held in the council-chamber at the Town-hall, for 
the purpose of receiving a statement from Dr. Lyon Playfair, one 
of the royal commissioners, from the general committee sitting 
in London, The mayor presided. Mr. Rushton thought it right 
to state to Dr. Playfair the actual feeling of Liverpool in reference 
to the undertaking, and assured him that it was his confident impres- 
sion that the town of Liverpool was not going to give anything 
great in support of the exhibition. It had been rumoured that the 
inhabitants intended to subscribe a sum of £5000, but that was 
quite out of the question. The mayor said that he could confirm 
what Mr. Rushton had affirmed. It was to be regretted, but there 
was no doubt of it whatever. Alderman Horsfall also corroborated 
the statement. The apathy existing in Liverpool was altogether 
extraordinary, and Dr. Playfair ought to know that, as regarded 
the town, the subscription was altogether a failure. 


In reviewing a late periodical, entitled “The Rural Echo,” 
the Liverpool Mercury says:—‘‘ We regret to find that the number 
for June, the seventh issued, will be the last. The conductors 
assign the following, amongst other reasons, for so early a relin- 
quishment of their literary task :—‘ We find it impossible to attend 
to our every-day labours, our health, our social relations (our: 
sweethearts), and our periodical, at.the same time, and have, there- 
fore, resolved to abandon the latter.’ We are afraid that the 
sweethearts of these young men will not thank them for this aban- ; 
donment of their mental offspring. The ladies may be inclined to 
argue that the literary love which can only endure for seven months 
betokens a want of hardihood and vigour—a wavering and incon- 
stant disposition ; that the caprice which has been manifested with 
regard to one object of affection may exhibit itself as suddenly in 


another form, and lead to a like unceremonious abandonment of 
themselves.” . 


The committee for the London Exhibition has informed 
the corresponding committee in St. Petersburg that the space 
assigned to the exhibition of Russian product is 10,000 square feet 
including the passages, whereby the space for the articles exhibited 
will not exceed above half that extent. The St. Petersburg com- 
mittee therefore desire that only such articles be sent as have 
already obtained a great fame, and in such quantity as shall suffice 
to show the quality of the product, which, continues the committee, 
will probably be all specimens of agricultural produce, 


Literary and scientific meetings of the week have com- 
rised the Entomological, Chemical, Linnean, Geological, Archmo- 
cel Association, United Service Iustitution, Royal Botanic, 
Royal Zoological, Antiquaries, Royal Institution, Botanical, and 
Horticultural. 


Considerable progress has been made in the preparations 
for submitting to public competition the design for the vast building 
that will be required to carry out this undertaking on a scale com- 
mensurate with the dignity of the nation. The building will be 
about 2300 feet long, rather more than 400 feet across, and the 
roofed area will probably extend to about 900,000 square feet, or 
upwards of twenty acres, In the centre of the south front, opposite 
Prince’s-gate, will be placed the principal entrance and offices. 


There will be three other great entrances in the centre of the other 
side of the building. 


If we are to credit Mr. Billing Mauleverer (says the 
Times, in reference to the late atrocious murder), there certainly 
appears to have been a most unfortunate mistake.

We have not quoted this letter for the elegance of its diction 
but for its facts; and we think that to this new country there 
js not a doubt left but that all our sorrows and difficulties 
should be directed.

Though these 
various works may be placed 
in relation to sculpture in 
the same position as the re- 
presentation of still life in 
painting, it must be acknow-

This in the 
case of Gibbons is shown by 
the ability displayed in the 
design and execution of the 
statue of James II, behind 
the Banqueting-house, 
Whitehall, In Germany we 
meet with several fine ex- 
amples of old carving, many 
of them noticeable for good 
execution and fine design, 
In France the works of Gud- 
jean, a carver of the six- 
teenth century, are distin- 
guished. This artist was 
killed at the massacre of St. 
Bartholomew, by a stray 
shot, while at work on a 
ladder, After the time of 
Charles IT, the art A cat bal 
(in this country) continue 
to decline until the reigns of 
George II. and III;, when it 
fell almost entirely into dis- 
use as a means of decoration 
of either buildings or furni- 
ture. That the want of taste 
and patronage has not been 
the means of our losing this 
delightful and useful art is 
a subject for congratulation ; 
and we trust that the en- 
lightened patronage which 
has in this instance been 
bestowed by her Majesty on 
Mr, Rogers will tend to pro- 
mote the fashion and use of 
ornamental carving to great- 
er extent than it has hitherto 
been known,

This fine painting, which has during part of the week been on 
private view to the nobility and the press, is deservedly a chet- 
d’ceuvre, and the grandest undertaking in which Mr. Roberts has 
hitherto been engaged. It is also one of the most difficult subjects 
that could have been chosen witha view to unity of composition ; 
but Mr. Roberts has surmounted all obstacles to success, and has 
Produced a sublime and deeply impressive transcript of one of the 
most terrible events on record. ‘The picture is very large, and 
embraces a wide extent of view from the immediate foreground to 
the Dead Sea, and the hills of Moab, comprising the entire city, 
and an immense number of figures, as seen from the Mount of 
Olives. The soldiers of Titus have already penetrated beyond the 
outer walls, and the Temple* and other portions of the city have 
been fired, and the elements are in dreadful harmony with the pre- 
vailing carnage and destruction, A group of figures in the fore- 
ground is arranged with marvellous skill as a relief to the sombre 
character of the background.

“Jerusalem,” says Josephus, ‘is immortalized by revolutions 
more various and destructive than have occurred in any other city 
of the world. Seventeen times has it been sacked and partially 
destroyed. It has been the field of the most brilliant exploits of 
the Jewish, Roman, and Saracine armies, and has been moistened 
by the blood of our ancestors during the romantic ages of the 
Crusades. 


“During the reign of Nero, the Jews having revolted, the city 
was invested by Titus, and having desperately sustained the most 
remarkable siege in history, from the 14th of April to the 2nd of 
September, in the year a.D. 71, it was taken, and, together with the 
Temple, plundered and burnt.. The Jews, after having cou- 
rageously defended the third and second walls, fell back upon the 
fortress Antonia, which commanded the Temple. Torn into factions 
amongst themselves, they fought madly against each other, whilst 
the Romans burned and laid waste the outer and lower cities of 
Bezetha and Acra; but Titus, after great labour, having brought 
the war-engines to bear upon this fortress, the Jews were ultimately 
driven back upon the Temple itself, The principal tower having 
fallen, the northern Portico of the Temple was left defenceless.

THE HIPPOPOTAMUS,

Pasha, zoologists at home are chiefly indebted for the present 
opportunity of studying this most remarkable and interesting 
African mammal, We have in truth reason to be roud of our 
acquisition, since no living specimen has been seen in Jurope since 
the period when hippopotami were last exhibited by the third 
Gordian in the amphitheatre of Imperial Rome, 

‘Professor Owen has just published a report on this valuable 
addition to the Zoological Society, from which it appears that 
the hippopotamus, now so safely housed in its eotiifortable quarters, 
was captured in August, 1849, about 1830 iniles above Cairo, The 
hunters, having previously wounded its mothef, liad their attention 
attracted to the thick bushes of the river’s bank, in which the 
young animal was concealed. When diseavered the calf made a 
rush to the river, and nearly escaped, oWing to the slipperiness of 
its skin, and was only secured by one of the ten Striking the boat- 
hook into its flank.” The hiPboporatn us is How only ten months 
old, and measures seven feet long, and six and a half tipltth at the 
middle of the barrel-shaped trunk, which is supported cleat of the 
ground on very short and thick legs, The tiaked hide covering the 
broad back and sides is of a dark indiarubber colour, impressed by 
numerous fine wrinkles crossing each other, but dispossed almost 
transversely. When Professor Oweh fitst saw the Beast, it had just 
left its bath, and he observed a thinute drop of a plistening Becre- 
tion exuding from the pores, which ate disperse over the Whole 
integument, and which the animal is provided With for the purpose 
of lubricating its thick hide, and thus preventing it from breaking, 
This gave the hide, as it detinb die in the sunshine, a very peéuliar 
aspect. When the animal waa younger the seeretion had a teddish 
colour, and, bring poured out more abundantly, the whole sufface 
became painted over with it every ‘time he quitted hig bath. 
After lying quietly about an hour, the hippopotatius rose and Walked 
slowly about its room, and then uttered a loud and short harsh short 
four or five times in quick succession, reminding one of the snort 
of a horse, and ending With an explosive sound like a bark, The 
keeper stated that the sounds were indicative of a desire to return 
to the bath, The Arab 6pénd the door and walked to the new Witig 
containing the bath, the Wlpconatarats following like a dog; close 
at his heels.

the water, and, splashing back, commended swithning and plunging 
about with a porpoise-like motion, rolling from side to side, taking 
in mouthfuls of water and spurting them out again, raising every 
now and then its groteeque head, and biting the woodwork at the 
margin of the bath. The broad rounded batk of thé animal being 
now chiefly in view, it looks a much larger animal than whet olit 
of the water, After half an hour spent in this amusement it qultted 
the water at the call of its keeper and followed him back te the 
sleeping-room, which ix well bedded with straw, and where a stuffed 
Sack is provided for its pillow, of which the animal, having a very 
short neck, thicker than the head, duly avails itself when it sleeps,

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of the British Museum, who stands at the very head of the autho- 
rities upoi Egyptian matters, completed the intellectual enjoyment 
of the evening by reading a most interesting paper on ‘“ Mummy 
Preservation,” In the field of Egyptian learning there is now no 
one to, compare with him; and on Wednesday evening he fully 
maintained his title by a lucid and concise essay on the Egyptian 
doctrine of meteipsychosis, and its connection with the origin and 
practice of imimmization.

Pinks.—Many kinds of choice pinks, in expanding, are liable to 
burst their calyx, either from ro- bust growth, or a naturally short 
calyx. ‘To prevent this, a narrow strip of parchment or bladder 
may be passed round them, and secured with a little gum-water; 
or if bladder is used when moist it will adhere of itself, and can be 
readily removed before exhibition. Some circular pieces of card 
should also be cut of the same width as the flower, to arrange the 
petals upon ; for, although the guard petals of a first-rate pink 
should expand even and level, it is better secured by this con- 
trivance. Slit the card to the centre on one side, and in the centre 
make two or three cross cuts, to admit its being fixed upon the 
calyx without bruising it. As the flowers expand, the small or 
irregular petals must be extracted, and the others laid out hori- 
zontally, so as not to interrupt the circular lacings. Some short- 
calyxed pinks will burst in defiance of these precautions. To pre- 
vent this being done irregularly, it is better to slit the calyx of 
such kinds a short distance down at each of their segments before 
placing the ligature round them. Expanded flowers must be 
shaded from the sun if it be wished 
to retain their beauty any length 
of time. Various means, in the 
absence of an awning, will sug- 
gest themselves for this, as caps 
of stout paper, painted, and sup- 
fouee above them with a stic ; 
ike a miniature umbrella, or 
square pieces of thin board, about 
six inches wide, fixed upon a stick, 
The best time for Piping is when 
the plants are in full bloom ; if 
delayed much longer, the shoots 
get hard, and do not root 80 
readily. They should be taken off 
when about two inches long, and 
have the leaves from the two 
lowermost joints stripped off. Do 
not shorten the remainin leaves, 
as is frequently practised Then 
in a shady part of the garden pre- 
pare some light soil, by digging it 
fine and level, watering it until it 
becomes a puddle.

For some considerable time she 
bought off his importunities by contributing large sums of money to his low 
extravagance, but even this did not satisfy the prisoner's rapacity, and there- 
fore it was that by his (Mr. Games’) advice she came forward to claim his 
worship’s protection. Miss Murray, whose ladylike deportment and address 
formed a striking contrast to that of the prisoner, in her evidence tully bere 
out the statement of her solicitor, and said that unless restrained she felt 
satisfied the prisoner wonld do her some serious injury, adding that she 
went in the utmost fear of him.—The prisoner, who admitted that he had 
been three times in prison for begging, was ordered to find bail for six
